But surely “Florence 1891” is the sculptor’s city and the date it was carved ? 
Although, you would expect the sculptor to have used the Italian form of the city’s name, Firenze. 
It has been suggested that “La Rosa” is the sculptor’s name, but I feel the style of its carving is inconsistent with the refinement of the sculpture. 
I wonder if the statuary was bought, perhaps at an estate auction, and the ovals for the photograph portraits carved in, 


and “La Rosa”, The Rose, to say, “to our family she was the Rose that her name claimed her to be”. 


The pedestal is excellent as well. 


Iincluded a couple of shots of the Di Vito stone, as the carving of its vegetation is similar, if not as fine, in, I think, granite. 
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
